Calcium’s value in soybean production is pointed out in the illus­ 
tration above, says W. A Albrecht, chairman of the University of Mis­ 
souri s soils department. Soybeans were failing, left plant, on soil tnat 
contained a high amount of magnesium and a -mali amount of calcium 
in terms of plant needs. Applying four tons of limestone, according to 
nod test, increased calcium content and reduced acidity by lowering 
thr amount of hydrogen in the soil.
